Elections in two divisions of the 
County of Vulcan No. 2 on Satur¬ 
day, March 17, resulted in two 
new members being elected to the 
county council. 

In Division 2, County Chairman 
J. E. Carlson of Champion was de¬ 
feated at the polls by Arthur W. 
Ulrich, Champion district farmer, 
who was making his first bid for 
a seat on the county council. 
Tabulation of results at the three 
•polls Showed Mr. Ulrich receiving 
100 votes to Mr. Carlson’s 53 
votes. 

In Division 10, Frank N. Thur¬ 
ber of Blackie defeated Councillor 
Clarence W. Green of Mosslelgh. 
Mr. Thurber polled a total of 116 
votes to Mr. Green’s 39.

In March, 1951, Mr. Carlson 
was appointed Chairman of the 
council of the newly created 
County of Vulcan No. 2, a post 
he has held since that time. He is 
a member of the board of the 
Foothills General Hospital, Cal¬ 
gary, construction of which will 
commence this year and is presi¬ 
dent of the Alberta Hospitals As¬ 
sociation. He is chairman of the 
Vulcan Municipal Hospital District 
board and will likely continue in 
that position, as hospital board 


members are now appointed by 
county and town councils and do 
not need to be council members. 

Clarence W. Green has repre¬ 
sented Division 10 since 1954. He 
was a member of the school com¬ 
mittee, represented the County on 
the Higih River Municipal Hospi¬ 
tal Board and was the County’s 
representative on the Wyndham 
Park Committee. 

The two new councillors, Frank 
Thurber and Arthur Ulrich, will 
take their places on the county 
council at the April meeting.

Explore Money-raising Ventures 

Artificial Ice Installation 
Would Cost About $50,000 


Though the ice is gone and 
skates have been put away for 
another season, work is going on 
with the Vulcan and District Ath¬ 
letic Commission in its ways and 
means quest for artificial ice in 
Vulcan. 

Five replies have been returned 
to the ten questionnaires sent to 
towns, with artificial ice and these 
were reviewed at a meeting of the 
Commission Monday night. Towns 
replying were Vermilion, Innisfail, 
Stettler, Camrose and Hinton. 

Cost of installing artificial ice 
in Vulcan is set at $50,000, includ¬ 
ing a cement floor, strongly re¬ 
commended by other towns. Under 
normal circumstances financing 
would be helped by the application 
of the Provincial Recreational 
Grant but this has already been 
expended in the local case. 

The possibility of government 
assistance is still being pursued 
and an immediate survey of town 
businessmen, individuals and the 
rural population is to be conducted 
to get an expression of opinion on 
the matter and an estimate of 
what financial assistance might 
be forthcoming. No soliciting will 
be done. 

Other money - raising avenues 
being investigated are car and 
livestock raffles, and the possibility 
at some future time of forming 
an Agricultural Society and stag¬ 
ing Class B type fairs. 

The addition of the cement floor 
to the ice scheme is felt by the 
Commission to be of benefit to the 
whole community in providing for 
accommodation for 4-H programs, 
meetings, exhibitions, roller skat¬ 
ing and other gatherings where 
facilities are not now available. 
Another suggestion was that the 
scouting movement might be aided 
with additional facilities relieving 
their present crowded state. 

Commission members engaged 
in this artificial ice project are 
Doug Wilson, Bill Richardson, 
Howie Klippert, Boyd McKay, Pat 
Walker and Gordon Brown.

ARDA and PFRA Discussed 

Little Bow Water Project 
Receives' Encouragement 


A proposal that water storage 
dams be constructed on the Little 
Bow River and part of the flow of 
the Highwood River be diverted 
into the Little Bow during high- 
water periods received consider¬ 
able encouragement from Harry 
Hargrave of Regina, a director of 
PFRA, at a public meeting held in 
Vulcan Tuesday evening, March 
20th. 

Attended by about 125 interest¬ 
ed farmers, as well as represen¬ 
tatives of the County of Vulcan, 
Municipal District of Willow 
Creek, and the towns of Vulcan, 
Champion and Carmangay, the 
meeting was organized by the 
Agricultural Service Board of the 
County of Vulcan, with Robert S. 
Irwin acting as chairman. 

Primary purpose of the meeting 
was to learn what projects in this 
area could be undertaken through 
ARDA, the Agricultural Develop¬ 
ment and Rehabilitation Act re¬ 
cently passed by the federal 
government. 

PFRA will probably be the 
“working arm” of ARDA in West¬ 
ern Canada, said Mr. Hargrave. 
ARDA will study and possibly 
undertake feasible projects that 
would likely improve or stabilize 
the living standards of certain 
areas. ARDA projects will be joint 
undertakings of the provincial 
and federal governments, with 
local governments also involved in 
some cases. 

Mr. Hargrave expressed the 
opinion that the Little Bow pro¬ 
ject was very similar to many 
projects undertaken and com¬ 
pleted by PFRA and that the con¬ 
struction of two storage dams on 
Che Little Bow and diversion of 
water from the Highwood might 
qualify as a straight PFRA pro¬ 
ject. 

It was brought out at the meet¬ 
ing that last summer in particular 
there was absolutely no water 
flowing down the Little Bow. 
About 3,200 cows are owned by 
the farmers living along the 75- 
mile long waterway, but they were 
unable to depend upon the stream 
for stock watering. Some water 
is diverted from, the Highwood 
into Mosquito Creek, but this tri¬ 
butary only empties into the Little 
Bow about 40 miles downstream. 
It was felt that water should be 
diverted into the Little Bow 
waterway near High River, so 
that the water could be used by 
stockmen and farmers along the 
entire length of the stream. Water 
storage reservoirs on the Little 
Bow could also possibly be utilized 
by nearby towns for water supply. 

An important point from the 
PFRA viewpoint, said Mr. Har¬ 
grave, was that water diverted 
into the Little Bow in the spring 
and held in reservoirs would 
eventually end up in the Travers 
Reservoir and be used in the 
Northern Irrigation District-... 

A resolution was passed by the 
meeting to the effect that, through 
the provincial government, the 
federal government be asked to 
make a comprehensive survey so 
that an early start could be made 
on the Little Bow project. 

* • * 

In his talk, Mr. Hargrave stated 
that improper use of land will be 
studied under the ARDA program. 
Some sub-marginal lands should 
be taken out of grain production 
and put into grass for community 
pastures, he said. Cattle raising is 
a growing industry and last year 
alone PFRA was involved in the 
construction of over 11,000 stock 
watering projects, such as dug- 
outs, dams, etc. PFRA pays about 
half Che cost of such projects. 


Larger projects require the prior 
endorsation of the provincial 
government and if the application 
Is approved by Ottawa PFRA can 
then go ahead with the project. 

Representing the provincial 
government at the meeting was 
Gordon Sterling of the Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, member of 
the provincial ARDA Advisory 
Committee. 

He stated that the Little Bow 
project would have to be cleared 
through the provincial Water Re¬ 
sources Board, but It appeared 
feasible as either an ARDA or 
straight PFRA project. 

Some land Improvement schemes 
on a large basis might possibly 
come under the ARDA program, 
he said In reply to a question. 
Drainage of land that is under 
water or of alkali land might 
come under the Act, but only If 
such projects were on a large 
scale. Establishment of community 
pastures would come under the 
program but these usually Involv¬ 
ed land that was non-productive 
for grain growing or in poor areas 
where such pastures were urgently 
needed to enable farmers to have 
small herds of cattle and so bring 
their standards of living up to an 
acceptable level. 

A committee will be formed to 
further the Little Bow project 
and any other projects in the 
area that might come under the 
ARDA program. With the County 
of Vulcan Agricultural Service 
Board as a nucleus, the committee 
will also include representatives of 
the Willow Creek Municipal Dis¬ 
trict, the mayors of Vulcan, Cham¬ 
pion and Carmangay, the presi¬ 
dent of the Vulcan District Board 
of Trade and the MLA for Little 
Bow, Peter Dawson. Members may 
be added from other interested 
towns, municipalities or organiza¬ 
tions.

Bom at Odessa, Russia, Mr. 
Hoffman came to Canada in 1904 
and to the Vulcan district, where 
he continued to farm until he re¬ 
tired.

Andrew’s Catholic church. 

Surviving him are three daught¬ 
ers, Mrs. M. (Margaret) Klimp, 
Femdale, Wash.; Mrs. Wm.

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The Educational Battle 

Educators today find themselves in a precarious 
position in Canada. Suddenly the nation in a single 
decade appears to be turning to its educational sys¬ 
tem for a solution to its great unemployment problem. 

In the same years our society has become increasingly 
complex and our need for superior methods, teachers, 
schools and universities is more and more apparent. 

But not only is society demanding more from 
its educational facilities, but today we find our school 
system competing in international politics. In other 
lands, where the direction of government does not 
come from free elections, dictatorships are openly 
boasting that their educational progress is a weapon 
they intend to use in their drive to overcome our 
-civilization and thus our democratic way of life. 

Because unempolyment is closest to home it must 
become the immediate battle in which our people 
must engage. We cannot buy ourselves out of our un¬ 
employment problem, although the governments of 
this nation on almost every level have been trying to 
do a pretty good job at doing just that with our 
money. 

In Canada today the great majority of unem¬ 
ployed citizens have a bleak outlook. Many of them <-•» 
didn’t get to high school and the great majority of 
those who did had only a few years or months of sec¬ 
ondary education. To top this off they did not ac¬ 
quire any trade or skill after their formal education. 
Thus it is the unskilled labor, many of whom do not 
possess enough education for proper technical train¬ 
ing, who are the real problem we must overcome. 

A study by the Canadian Conference on Educa¬ 
tion suggests that there are 2,000,000 Canadians that 
are “functionally illiterate.’’ 

The report goes on to explain that “bold and ad¬ 
venturesome plans must be made for the socio¬ 
economic health of the Canadian community. 

“In many ways we cannot be satisfied with a 
patching up of customs and institutions that have 
served us satisfactorily in the past. New departures 
are necessary,” suggests the report. 

In recent years Canada has enjoyed a new kind 
of recession— “one masked in general prosperity and 
cloaked in contradictions.” 

The study recommends more and better voca¬ 
tional courses in schools and apprenticeship pro¬ 
grams, retraining for adults, and imparting of more 
knowledge of the “world of work" in schools, especi¬ 
ally for urban children who “lack the early ex¬ 
perience of chores and wide early acquaintances with 
different types of employment.” 

But not only must we educate ourselves out of 
our unemployment problems, we must at the same 
time improve our methods of learning, our methods 
of teaching and the facilities which serve the student 
and the educators. It seems obvious in this age of 
rapidly expanding horizons that our students today 
must not only learn more, but they must learn better. 

To some extent our generation is finding that 
wars can be fought on different types of fronts. To¬ 
day we must so equip our students that they will have 
the knowledge and ability to move into a world where 
many of the freedoms and responsibilities we have 
taken so much for granted are being challenged by in¬ 
dividuals who are no longer illiterate, but well 
equipped and trained to speak for their own way of 
TBE- - 

Our big battle to improve our own educational 
system is just beginning. We can only reach for vic¬ 
tory when the least among us realizes the important 
part he or she can play by supporting the progressive 
programs in education which are beginning to be seen 
on the Canadian educational horizon. Our educational 
system must adapt itself with greater speed, if pos¬ 
sible, to the new demands which are being placed upon 
it. The very future of the nation depends upon our 
ability to finance and understand the need for a great 
national effort in this direction.

REGINA.—To people in many 
walk* of life, a northwest wind 
means only bitter cold, but to 
prairie farmers it represents 
much more. It means swirling 
snow that will pile up in brush 
and stubble, or will cause drifts 
around farm buildings. These 
accumulations can later be 
converted into useable water 
supplies which can be stored in 
appropriately constructed farm 
reservoirs for domestic, stock¬ 
watering, irrigation or any 
number of other farm uses. 
Conservation of snow for these 
purposes assumes added signi¬ 
ficance when consideration is 
given to the fact that 85 per¬ 
cent of annual runoff is derived 
from this source. 

Although nature is required 
to do her part, the farmer can 
do much to supplement her 
efforts. R. C. Whitton, Chief of 
the P.F.R.A. Water Services 
Division, says that in a year 
of normal snowfall in Saskat¬ 
chewan, it will require runoff 
from approximately 50 acres of 
flat, untreed land to fill a nor¬ 
mal sized dugout 12 feet deep, 
65 feet wide, and 200 feet long. 
If the dugout is situated on 
rolling land dotted with clumps 
of brush, then the acreage re¬ 
quired to produce sufficient 
water to fill the dugout can be 
substantially reduced. 

Naturally, the farmer wants 
his dugout reasonably close to

his farm buildings so that 
water can be pumped or hauled 
to the house or bam without 
undue cost or effort. If the ter¬ 
rain is such that insufficient 
snow will pile up In the drain¬ 
age area, then artificial meas¬ 
ure* must be taken. Hundred* 
of farmers across the prairies 
have done this in various waya. 
The tree belt is perhaps the 
most effective means of catch¬ 
ing and retaining snow in a 
position so that when it melts 
it will find its way to the dug- 
out. A wide variety of trees 
are suitable for this purpose. 
These range all the way from 
relatively low growing shrubs 
such as the car&gana to tali 
trees which reach a height of 
15 to 20 feet at maturity. 

The tree belt should be 
planted in an east-west direc¬ 
tion so as to take advantage 
of winds from the north and 
northwest. Drifts will form on 
the south side of this tree belt, 
and If the dugout Is located 
south of the tree belt and down¬ 
stream from it, then no trouble 
should be experienced in ob¬ 
taining the two acre feet of 
water required to fill an aver¬ 
age sized dugout in a year of 
normal snowfall. 

The snow fence is also wide¬ 
ly used, and is reasonably ef¬ 
fective In causing snow to pile 
up. The wooden lath fence, al¬ 
though not as efficient as the 
tree belt, is more versatile, in¬ 
asmuch as It can be moved to 


any location desired. 

The third conventional 
method of trapping snow is 
ridging. This consists of blad¬ 
ing snow in the field into win¬ 
drows. By this method, the flat 
topography of a field can oe 
broken, and thus cause snow to 
pile up to a much greater 
depth in the field. This method 
is particularly effective in ex¬ 
tremely flat areas where the 
brush cover is at a minimum. 

Then there are less conven¬ 
tional methods of obtaining the 
same results as those produced 
by the other three types of 
obstacle. If no tree belt has 
been grown, and for one rea¬ 
son or another snow fence is 
not available, anything else 
around the farm which will 
form an obstacle in the path of 
the blowing snow can be used. 
Some farmers have used bales 
of straw, others have tried 
pagewire fence stuffed with 
Russian Thistle, and have had 
considerable success. If some 
land clearing has been done the 
previous summer, the loose 
brush produced can be used 
quite effectively. Some have 
even strung their farm ma¬ 
chinery out in a long line, but 
this is not advisable due to 
the adverse weathering effect 
on the machinery. 

Thought and planning can 
spell the difference in the suc¬ 
cessful operation of a dugout, 
particularly in a year of limited 
snowfall when conservation 
measures take on added signi¬ 
ficance.
